Following closely dn the trouble over the 
circulation of Japanese banknotes, there 
comes the information that the Russiun 
Representative at Seoul has asked the 
Throne to grant to Baron Guispure a con- 
ceasion for ‘building a railway from the 
capital to Wiju. As we bave already 
mentioned in our columns, this concession 
was gran ed sume years ago to a French 
syndicate, but as they failed to commence 
the work within the period fixed, the 
charter lfpsed. Corea decided to grant no 
more concessions to foreigners, and the 
Government’ started to build the line os a 
Satte enterprise. Want of funds caused a 
suspension- of work, and Japan having 
obtained'a concession for the construction 
of n milf froin Seoul to Fusan, it appears 
that the Russian Representative claimed 
equal privileges fur Russian subjec's under 
the most-favoured-nation cluuse of the 
‘ treaties,|-his alternative being that if the 
concession is not granted, then at any: rate 
Corea ghould borrow the money from Russia 
wherewith to complete ity construction, 
Russia, as is very well known, bas nut more 
capital , to epare than sbe needs 
within her own duminvions. The Siberian 
line has been laid chiefly with French 
capital, and it is hardly necessary to say 
that such an offer to Corea as that mentioned 
above tiust neither be regarded as philanth- 
_ ropic nor even us a commercial speculation, 
but must be viewed ina purely political 
light. According to the Japan Mail, the 
Seoul- Wiju) road has no .commercial 
prospects, and its construction us a money- 
making enterprise would never he con- 
templated for un instaut. It excites no 
surprise therefore to learn that the Corean 
Govérnment has refused to grant the 
‘ congession, but it is interesting tu learu that 
thd Japanese had been hoping to get this 
concession as cumpensation for the receut 
bankni te trouble. ‘I'he Press of Japan 
credits the Russians simply with a desire to 
forestall Jupan’s application. It is at once 


| apparent that with such a coucession as this 


the struggle in Corea between Russia an | 
i Japan would soon reich a climax. Secing 
that itis declared in Jupau that the road 
must for many yeurs to come be a purely 
strategical roud, information will be awaited 
with interest us to whether Japan will uow 
make the application which.it was Russia's 
aim tv forestall. Evidently as keen 
interest. is taken in St. Petersburg as in 
Tokyo in the develupmeut of events in Corea. 
The Novoe Vremya, the lewling St. Pcters- 
burg journal, is constantly furnishing 
its readers with news from Seoul of Japaness 
aggression, while correspondents of the 
Japanese Press chronicle eyery political aud 
commercial move by the Russians. Ouly 
six weeks agu the St. Petersburg journal 
published a lengthy article un the “ dan- 
gerous -influx" of Japauese settlers into 
_ Corea. The writer, who resides at Seoul, 
mentions a report from the Kiousan pro- 
vinces :o the effect that the Jupanese are 
buying—absolutely on their own authority 
—houses and fields: from the Corcais, and 
declarés‘that it this is not prohibited all the 
Corean:land will drift iuto the possession 
of the? former. . He points out that these 
provitices’ are not open to foreigners, and 
the acqu’stion by the latter of landed estate 


therein ig strictly irohibited. But these 
are not the only places, he says, where the 
Japanese bave penétrated “ unceremoniously 
ignoring any lawful demands put forward 
by the Coreans.”. Only an energetic 
protest on the part of the Cureaus, he 
snys, ct. “returd the unhappy consum- 
mation” of the country losing its inde- 
pendence and being entirely at the mercy of 
the Japanese, From the Russian point of 
view, it is held that the immigration of the 
Japanese into the interior, the estnblishment 
of p.st offices at points between Seoul and 
Chemulpo, the organisation of police forces 
in those places “ where the Japanese have 
no right to settle," and many other actions 
are quite contrary to the trenty engagements 
of Japan. True it is that in the treaty 
made in 1876 between Japan and: Corea, 
ouly three ports were specifically opened to 
trade, vet, as bearing on the question of the 
right of the Japanese—expressly or 
tacitly acquired—to do what they are 


alleged to have done, there is a curious want | 


of precisencess in the wording of the final 
clause of the Protocol signed in 1898 by 
Baron Kosky ou behalf of Russia and 
Baron Nisur ou behalf of Japan. It reads: 
“Tu view of the wide development taken by 
“the eunmercial and indus‘rinl enterprise 
“of Japan in Corea, as well as the large 
“number of Japanese subjects residing in 
“that country, the Kussian Government will 
“not binder in auy way the development 
“of commercial and industrial relations 
“ hetween Japan and Corea,” Whether this 
clause would be held to cover the alleged 
misdce ls of Japanese we do not know, but 
this much seems obvious that Corea of 
herself is incapable of imposing her will on 
either of the two contending parties. Japau 
appears to be doing in Corea pretty much 
whut Russia is duing oa a very ouch larger 
scale in Manchuria. 


CHINA AND HER CURRENCY. 


(Daily Press, 10th March.) 

Further particulars are now to hand of 
the message which President Roostvstt at 
the end of January seat to Congress with 
reference to the currency aud coinage of 
Mexico and Chiva. The message which 
was accompanied by papers dealing with 
the subject from the representatives of the 
countries named recommended that the 
executive be given sufficient powers to lend 
the support of the United States, in such a 
mauuver and to such a degree as the Pre. 
sident might deem expedient, to the pur- 
poses of the two Governments. The 
message wis uccomptuied by a repors 
from Mr. Ifay, Secretary of State, 
which poiuted out thal the notes do 
nut usk the United Stvtes to modify its 
monuctary system, and the contemplation 
of uny movement for the restoration of 
int raational bimetallism is distinetly disa- 
vowed. The opiuion, however, is expr. ssed 
by the representatives of China and Mexico 
that a consultation between the United 
States und the Europeau Powers having 
dependencies in the East, wud independent 
courtries in which silver is in general use, 
inay result in the a option of a moretary 
system preventing the great fluctuations in 
the exchange which now occur in the trade 
of silver-using cuuatries, LE such a result, 
the communication continues, can be 
achieved —und it is pointed out that ut least 
a partial solution has Leen pruposed in the 
Duited States by the Bill which has recently 
been passed with regard to the Philippines 
—grent beuefits would resu't to the trade

manufacturing nations to the warkets of 
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China and other silver-using countries would 
thereby be rendered casier. It is further 
pointed out that the consideration of the sib- 
ject might have’ an-important, bearing also 
on the paymetit of ‘the indemnity, enabling 
China to put her tionétary system on & 
basis which would render it possible for her 
to meet all the payments in a manner satis- 
factory to all parties. In furtherance of its 
efforts to bring about an adjustment of the 
-ratio between gold and silver’ currency 
in the Far East and in silver-using 
countries, the United States Government 
will submit to Congress a proposal for the 
appointment of a commission of three 
financial experts to represent the United 
States in ao international monetary con- 
ference on lines iudieated by Mexico 
and China, or in my direct consultations 
with other Powers, or, in fact, in any kind 
international exchange of views which 
promises to be successful, 
will not have power to commit the United 
States to any change in its currency 
system. Its decisions will, in fact, be 
only ad referendum. No doubt the other 
nations will readily join, in the proposed 
conference. 


RECEIPT STAMPS FOR CHIHLI. 
= ' 
(Daily Press, 10th March.) 

We note from a Northern contemporary 
that Yuan Sui-Kat, the energetic Viseroy of 
Chibli, has conceived a new plau for raising 
revenuo in his province. Heo bas taken a 
leaf out of the Western book and resolved 
to make the people of Chihli use receipt 
stamps. This scheme was duly submitted 
to the Throne, and received the Imperial 
sunction, the first day of the 4th Moon 
(27th April) being fixed for the new law 
tou come into force in the Prefecture of 
Sbuntien-fu (Peking). The stamps are to 
be of different colours and values and will 
be used on agreemeuts of all kinds, on bills 
of sale, receipts and orders, &c. It is also 


provided that after the above date all 


documents which do uot bear the required 
stamp will be invalid and persons neglecting 
to comply with the provisions of the new 
law will be fined. The Viceroy of Chilli 
ix (a be congrntulated on this new departure, 
if it is a really honest attempt to collect 
revinue jin a mauner rot oppressive to the 
people. If he will ut, the same time take 
steps to’ put down the blackmailing and 
corruption that gues on in the judicial 
courts the people will not grumble at 
having to pay a stamp duty, provided the 
rites ure not ‘unduly heavy, The only 
trouble is, whether he will be able to enforce 
it. The Cantonese at any rate are adepts 
in evading this duty in Hongkong. Among 
themselves they rarely, we understand, use 
receipt stamps, and in many other mutters 
dispense with’ them, though ‘they are 
gradually recognising the importance of 
doing so, having in wany instance s dis- 
‘covered the danger of negiecting to stamp 
agreements, &o. There will be a good deal 
vt object:on raised to the stamp duty in 
Chibli at first, and the Pekingese will no 
doubt be prepured—like -the Cuntoneso—to 
take the risk of invalidating {heir acts rather 
than buy stamps, and there will no doubt 
be plenty of work for the officials in charge 
of the new department, if the Taw is to be 
made effective. We shall watch the experi- 
ment with come interest, because it is an 
effort to introduce: iuto the metropolitan 
prevince a new and Western cugtom quite. 
alien to Chinese practice. If’ it should 
succeed in Chihli, the stamp duty will 
ually be adopted throughout -the 
eighteen provintes of the Empire. The 
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Chines¢.aufhorities are anxious to discover | 
new: methods: of augmenting the revenue, l 
and ifthe difficulties to be surmounted are 
not tod: great will overlook their origin. It 
is to be hoped, however, that they will not 
endeavour to graft upon the stamp duty 
gome, ingenious device for diverting the 
major-portion of the revenue thus produced 
into the pockets of the mandarinute.

CHINESE IMMIGRATION IN 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
(Daily Press, 12th March.) 

The conflict between British Columbia 
and the Dominion Government with respect. 
to the restriction of Asiatic immigration was 
atill unsettled when the latest American mails 
were despatched. So far as the agitation 

_ nguinst Chinese immigration is concerned, 
the Dominion Government has at last given a 
promise to the Columbitn Legislature which 
is acceptable to them if it is nat completely 
satisfying. And there is much jubilation 
over the result nut only in Columbia, but 
on the Pacific coastline of the United States, 
where itis complained that British Columbia 
has been used by the Chinese heretofore as 
na convenient gateway through the wall of 
exclusion the States have raised against 
them. The past policy of British Columbia 
towards Asiatic immi;ration has been ove 
of discouragement rather than absolute 
exclusion, because (go it is now explained) 
the Iutter policy runs counter to that of the 
Imperial Government, which has controlled 
the conduct of the Dominion Government 
at Oltawa. We are unaware of any pro- 
nouncen ent in this sense by the Impenal 
Government so far as Chinese are conecrued, 
but with respect to the Japanese the 
Imperial Government bas on moe than, 
one occasion objected tv prohibitive 
legislation’ by the Colunics against the 
immigration of Japanese. In its legislative 
enactments British Columbia has drawn 
no distinction between the two Asiatic 
races, and the Premier of Canada has had 
oceasion ree nly to again inform the 
proviucixl Government that as lony us they 
dusist on connceting Japanese with Chinese

of affairs. Whatever be our | litical views, 
the Cabinet of Mr. Barrour bas at least 
earned, by the ability with which it has 
ferecast the opinions of the public, its 
title to the possession of commonscnes ; 
aud it becuine increasingly evident that 
neither could we on the one hand permit 
Germany, by refusing to urge our own 
claims, to estubiish a preferential claim, 
nor on the other could we cordially supjort 
her in her ulterior aims. We are apt to 
forget that we ure at leaxt ay much 
respousible for the so-called MoNnegoe 
Doctrine us the United States; the funda-

Did Germany only look upon affairs 
with greater culumess than she has recently 
permitted to herself, she would see that no 
possible end could -be subeerved by any 
fecling of coolness between the two 
countrics. Great Britain has positively no 
desire, as she has no object to gain there- 
from, for any encroachment on German 
territory or German- influence. Far more 
is it her interest to remain on good terms 
with ber neighbours all round. ‘Time wus 
when it was her interest to preserve the 
autonomy of Germany, and when such was 
the caso she came forward with no grudgiug 
hand ; vor didshe seek to make terms for 
her help such as Germany should feel 
hereelf humiliated iu accepting. Affaire cn 
the continent of Europe are at the moment 
not so pleasant for the futuro of Germany 
that that Power cnn wisely afford to render 
herself distasteful to the nation which is 
mote closely related to ber by blood than 
any of the other Powers; aud it may well 
be that Germany may set be thankful to 
England for her good offices.

Lo Kam Loy sued the Doc Company for

ocourred. Plaintiff's boat--was. beiag towpd 
from the Canton s:eamer wharf to. the Empress, 
and was lashed alongside a steam-laanch on the 
siarboard side of the laaach. Thé Fame was

yards apart when the whistle: was blown.” He 
did not hear any anssering - blast from -the= 
Fame. The launch went to port. He did’ not 
know whéther the Fame chenged her coutse. 
The lannch was of course encumbered: by her 
tow. He did not know which boat was going 
the fister. 

The owner of the cargn-boal stated that: his 
boat was being towed from the Canton steamer 
wharf to the Empress. Iashed alongside 
a ‘steam-launch. As the Fume ap- 
proached the launch blew two bliats on her 
whistle. The Fame struck his beat and 
damaged her. The Fame was going the faster. 

Mr. Looker before calling witnesses for the 
defence stated that tho defendant's case was 
that the boats were creesing boats and tho 
launch should have kept out of the way. Instead 
of going to port she reversed her engines and 
went astern. 


Capt.in McIsaac deposed that he was at that . 


time captain of the Mame. He was coming’ 
from the east. As tha Fame neared the launch 
the latter gave tivo blasts which indicated that 
sho was starboarding her helm ond going to 
port. He did likewise. Then the launch went 
astein. The vease's were crossing vessels. The 
laanch had tho Fame on her starboard aside. 
He was going. slow before the collision’ on 
acconnt of the crowded state of the Harboar. 
The cargo-buat was hardly damaged, The 
Fame jast greszed her guntvalo, It was the 
piled-up car,o that got the bulk of tho blow. 

Cross-examined—When he ‘first saw the 
cargo-boat with laanch they had each other on 
the starboard side. He had the cargo-boat a little 
on the starboard how. Being on the starboard 
bow, it was his duty to keep out. of the way. 

And yet you fook no precantions P—I did so

But you said that was in consequence of the 
Harbour being fall of shipping ; not because of. 
this cargo-boat..—'t waa one of the causes.

CHANG CHIH-TUNG. 


Chang ‘Chih-tung, Acting Viceroy of the 
Liangkiang-Provinces and substantial Viceroy 
cf the kukwang Provinces, etc., has me- 
metialised the Throne as follows :— 

Since your hamble subject entered iato the 
official service he has had the honour of having 
his first and only audionce at the time when he 
was Governor of Shansi in 188}, having been 
ordered to proceed (o leking to listen to 
the Imperial instructions, being thence 

.8ppointed Viceroy of the Liangkiang Pro- 
vinees, When removed to the Hukwang 
he was relieved from going np to Peking to 
receive the Imperixl instrnctions. But on the 
24th day of the 9th moon of 1894 and again 


in the third moon of 1898 he was ordered } 


to pruceed to Peking to have Imp-rial andience. 
Howcver, on the former occasion having mean- 
time beea appointed acting Vicery of Liang- 
kiang, he was rolieved from doing so, and then 
on the latter occasion ufter arriving at Shaoghai 
he was ordered to go back to his post. So on 
to 1901, in the cighth moon, when the Imperial 
cortege was at Kaifeng-fu he again applied for 
audience. His request was not granted and on 
the 11th day of 12th moon in 1901 Lin Kuog- 
yi was ordered to proceed to Peking to have 
Imperial audience by telegraphic order and 
upon Viceroy Lin's return to Nankiog your 
Seri ialist was ‘commanded to -proseed to 
eking.. Bat on the 15th day another decree 
from the Empress Dowager was received 
saying that until treaty revision war 
completed your memorialisé should postpone 
proceeding to Peking. . Thus ogain another 
year has since elapsed duriog all of which time 
his eyes have beeu turned towards Metropolitan 
sky with longing for Imperial audience. Tho 
new Viceroy Wei Kwang-tao, of Liangkiang, - 
will arrive at Nanking sometime in tha 2nd 
moon( March) and will take over his seal, and your 
memorialist will be then ecliaved fiom the acting 
viceroyship aud will have leave. Accordingly at 
this period he desires to proceed north to have 
the -honour of meeting Your Majesty, with 
whom he-has longed to have andiecce for the 
-last twenty years. Your memorialist shonld 
like to personally state the ciroumstances uf the 
‘new Commercial T'reaty which was recently 
negotiated, and also to discuss refur.og in educa- 
-tion, military training, and other important 
State affairs in detail, eto.” -Theabove memorial 
was duly sanctioned with “vermilion “ pencil on 
the 26th ult. aud the Viceroy was ordered to 
proceed to Puking for andience. 
From oxeellent sources wa Jearn, the China 
Gazette says, that Chang Chih-tung's great 
desire at present is to be appointed President of 
the Wai Wa-pu (Borrd of Fore‘gn Affairs) and 
it is probable that he will attain his desire. Wa 
are at a loxs to understand what the London 
Globe meant by speaking of Chang Chib-tung’s 
:“ degradation ' which was referred to in ao 
‘London telegram the other day. He is in high 

favour or he wonld not be so anxious to go up 
‘to Peking, when the expense of such a journey 
‘ must be a serious consideration to such a poor 
great Chang, to his credit, is to-day.
